REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
an optical waveguide circuit chip having an optical waveguide forming area formed on a 
substrate; and a package for supporting and storing the optical waveguide circuit chip in 
at least a peripheral portion of an edge portion; wherein an elastic member for impact 
relaxation of said optical waveguide circuit chip is arranged in at least one portion of the 
vicinity of the edge portion of said optical waveguide circuit chip, and the elastic 
member is formed in a U-like shape in section in which the optical waveguide circuit 
chip is nipped from its front and rear sides in combination with the rest of claim 1.
